Exercises Exclusive 
Right To Letter 
Transportation 


Perhaps you did not know it, but 
it is illegal for a third person to 
accept a fee to transport a letter j 
unless a United States three cent 
stam p has been affixed thereto. Con­ 
gress, a great m any years ago, gave 
to the postoffice departm ent the 
exclusive right to transport letters. 
Nobody has paid much attention to 
th at law until recently, when som e­ 
body in the postal .service discov­ 
ered that the delivery to the state 
vehicle license office in Chicago of 
a few hundred thousands of license 
applications each year, w as depriv­ 
ing Uncle Sam of some postal rev­ 
enue. 
The post office departm ent has 
ruled that each license application 
signed by an individual is a sep ar­ 
a b l e letter and each application, 
unless personally presented by the 
person signing it m ust have affixed j 
thereto a governm ent stam p. 
The postoffice departm ent is not 
particular as to whether the “ let­ 
ter” is forw arded to the state de­ 
partm ent on Ashland Ave. by m ail, 
but the stam p m ust be affixed. 
lf a notary 
public forw ards 
twelve applications in one envelope} 
he m ust have attached to such en- j 
vc lope 30c in stam ps. The n o taries! 
who have been doing a lot of busi­ 
ness in this line are reluctant to 
obey. They hold that they have col­ 
lected no lee for the transportation 
o f the applications. Their charge of 
25c is purely for notary service and 
the transportations of the applica­ 
tions is a free service and is not 
in com petition to Uncle Sam . 
In the m eantim e circulars setting 
forth the Stand of 'th e postal de­ 
partm ent are being forw arded to all 
notaries who have been handling 
such business. 
The only recourse 
for the latter is to ask the ap ­ 
plicant to pay a three cent postage 
fee.
